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PREFACE 


This bibliography contains a survey of the research conducted 
in the years 1959-1961 on Citizenship, Immigration and Ethnic Groups in 
Canada, It is meant to supplement the 1960 publication which covered ~~ 
the years 1920-1958. The initial date for the material included in the 
present publication was generally taken as January 1959; the terminal 
date as 31 December 1961. However, it also includes important relevant 
works completed in 1958 which were not made known in time for the last 
issue. 


As in the past, questionnaires were distributed to members of 
universities, government agencies, and voluntary organizations in con- 
junction with the distribution of the previous compilation. While the 
response rate was gratifying, many of them reported no research. How- 
ever, some centres where research was being conducted did not return 
the questionnaires. Consequently further intensive bibliographical 
research was required. As a result, the majority of the references 
appearing herein have been obtained from professional periodicals and 
from the National Library. We would therefore ask recipients of this 
bibliography two favors: first, to complete and return a questionnaire 
with respect to their own work or work within their jurisdiction, even 
if it is a nil return, and second, to report relevant research in other 
centres of which they have knowledge. 


The format of this year's bibliography parallels the one set 
up for last year's consolidated issue. Materials are first divided 
between general works and works concentrating on specific ethnic groups. 
The ethnic group studies are ordered first by native groups, then by 
other non-European groups, and then the large group of European origin 
is broken down into specific European ethnic groups arranged in 
accordance with their population size in Canada. This latter arrange- 
ment permits a direct indication of the relationship between the size 
of the group and the number of studies on it. Some large groups have 
few studies, some small groups have numerous studies. The approach 
may help to indicate areas where more research may be fruitful. Only 
Buropean ethnic groups showing a population of over 90,000 in 1951 are 
listed separately in the general order. The remainder appear with 
appropriate headings in the Other European section. Segments of a 
major ethnic group which have formed specific ethnic settlements and 
which, judging by the amount of research interest shown in them, are 
of major significance in the understanding of ethnic relations are 
listed as subsections under the main ethnic section, e.g. Russian, 
Doukhobor. 


The materials in the specific ethnic sections are further 
classified by principal subject matter in accordance with the same 
coding system as presented in the Table of Contents for the General 
Section. Studies pertaining to particular ethnic groups are thus 
arranged by the same order of subject matter as is the general section. 
Thereby, persons interested in a particular subject area can readily 
find related general works and also related specific ethnic studies in 
the various sections. 
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An author index is given in Appendix A. A key to abbrevi- 
ations used is given in Appendix B,. 


The text is set up to serve as a bilingual document. The 
sections of the text which would be read by readers of either language 
(i.e. the preface, table of contents, section headings, and question- 
naire) are provided in both languages. Where necessary, the French 
version follows the English text, and is given the same page numbers 
with a suffix (F). In the main body, individual references which were 
originally published in English are given an English description. 

Those references which were published in French are described in French. 
It was felt that those users who would be referring to such articles in 

the original language would obviously be conversant with that language. 

Bilingual sources are designated with a single asterisk (+), References 
which have separate English and French editions are marked with a double 
asterisk (3+), 


We wish to express our thanks to those who collaborated in 
this work by providing us with information. It is our hope that this 
bibliography will prove useful to persons interested in research on 
Citizenship, Immigration and Ethnic Groups in Canada. In return, we 
would trust that recipients of this service will co-operate by listing 
recent works or projects known to them on the form or in the format 
provided at the end in Appendix C, so that the 1962-1963 survey can 
appear early in 1963.

PREFACE 


La presente bibliographie contient un relevé des recherches 
sur la citoyennete, l'inmigration et les groupes ethniques du Canada, 
effectue” au cours des années de 1959 &8 1961. Elle a pour but de 
compléter la publication de 1960 qui embrassait les années de 1920 a 
1958. La documentation incluse dans la présente publication vise la 
période qui s'étend du mois de janvier 1959 au 31 décembre 1961. Cepen- 
dant, on y trouve aussi des travaux importants terminés en 1958 et non 
nent onnés dans le dernier numero. 


Comme par le passé, nous avons distribué des questionnaires au 
personnel dtuniversités, d'organismes gouvernementaux et d'associations 
bénévoles, en meme temps que la compilation précédente. Bien que le 
nombre des réponses recues ait eté satisfaisant, beaucoup de personnes 
n'ont signalé aucune recherche. Par contre, certains centres ot des 
recherches ont été effectuees n'ont pas retournmle questionnaire. En 
consequence, il a été nécessaire de faire beaucoup d'autres recherches 
bibliographiques.
